STAMP ACT IS REPEALED 


The stamp act on documents, etc., 


which wont into effect on October 
22nd, 1D14, has been repealed, be- 
coming effective at midnight on Fri- 
day night.

to affix revenue stamps to deeds, 
notes, etc., cosmetics. 


Following is the letter sent out to 


bankers in this state by Burt Wil- 
liams, Internal Revenue Collector at 
Madison: 
September 3, 1916. 


To Bankers of the Second Collection 
District of Wisconsin:

This Is to advise you that under 


the provisions of the Act. of Congress 
signed by the president today, al'l 
provisions of the Act of congress of 
October 22, 1034, levying tho stamp 
tax upon documents and upon cos- 
metics, are repealed. 
This becomes 


effective at midnight, September 8th.

Issued following tho adjournment oC 
congress, President Wilson called at- 
tention to the "helpful and humane 
legislation" passed and declared that 
while he regretted additional legisla- 
tion dealing with the recent dispute be- 
tween the railroads and their employ- 
ee's had not been completed he had 
every reason to believe the (jucstion 
would be' taken up immediately after 
congress reassembles. 


The president's statement follows:

therefore, only the most immediately 
pressing parts of the program could be 
completed. 


"The rest, It i.s agreed, -has merely 


been postponed u n t i l it can be more 
maturely deliberated and perfected, 1 
have every reason to believe that it is 
the purpose of the lenders of the two 
houses immediately upon tho reassem- 
bling of congress to undertake this ad- 
ditional legislation. It is evident that 
the country should bo relieved of the

Washington, Sept. 9.—In a statement 


Issued following the adjournment of 
congress, President Wilson called at- 
tention to the "helpful and humane

Manila, Sept. 9.—The sale of the 


Manila railroad to the Philippine gov- 
ernment was ratified when a contract 
was signed by Gov. Gen. Francis Bur- 
ton Harrison of the Philippines and 
President Higgins of the railroad. 
Clyde A. Dewitt of the public utilities 
commission now is in Washington ar- 
ranging the details of the transfer. 


The agreement provides that the 


government will receive all the capi- 
tal stock of the company for $4,000,000. 


Washington, Sept. 0.—The new reve-

Two Oregon Girls Perform Remark- 


able Educational Feat Under New 


System of Training. 


Betty Schafer, thirteen, and Jane

To can the product havo perfectly 


fresh fruit, picked and prepared for 
canning the same day. 
Wash the 


f r u i t and place in the cans, if it is 
to be canned by the steam pressure 
method. If canned by the kettle pro- 
cess, see taht the cans can be perfect- 
ly scaled and aro thoroughly steril- 
ized, tops and all. Before putting 
on the tops after 
filling with Uio 


cooked fruit, dip the rubber in scald- 
ing water quick'ly and place it on the 
can, 
There is never any economy in 


Disking old tops that are warped, or 
rubbers that are not elastic. 
A rub- 


ber costing less than a cent may bo. 
the cause of. the loss of two quarts 
of otherwise good fruit. 


Boiling water may be poured ovor 


the fruit in the can instead of the 
Hiigar syrup, or the fruit juice may 
fill the can. If cooking the fruit in 
can in a boiler of water, set the jars 
on a false bottom to keep them from 
breaking, and covering them with 
boiling water, boil 30 minutes after 
the water lias, begun to boll.

move, the jars and be sure tMjit they 
are perfectly .sealed. 
WhenTasing a 


;iteam pressure canner ten to-twenty 
minutes under live pounds pressure 
(depending upon the kind of fruit 
u s e d ) ' i s suflicient to cook all kinds 
of fruit, 


Canning fruit juices without sugar 


for jelly making later in the year is 
highly satisfactory, as one may open 


can of the juice, add sugar, boi'I 


until it jellies, and have fresh jelly 
\ny timo during tlie winter. 
Such 


jelly Is as good as if made during the 
<eason of f r u i t and it is a great ad- 
anlage to havo it. fresh, to use, 


while it is at its best. 


The apple crop this year in many 


places is so poor that if. will be desir- 
iblo lo save apple juice for jolly. A 
Few gallons of the juice may bo put 
up with but little work, adding tho 
sugar when ready to make the jeJly. 
The juice should be boiled, .skimmed, 
ind canned boiling hot.

differently from his fellows by failing 
to do the thing which others did. He 
crossed over from the hill on which 
he had smoked and hastily.entered the 
banker's house.

to know exactly what he wanted.

the 
• rooms of 
the 


house, snapping on still'.more lights 
until he found that apartment which 
seemed to be the personal retreat of 
the owner. 
Here he evidently had 


''business. Standing In the middle of the 
floor he looked about. 
Thrown care- 


lessly into a -window seat he saw two 
heavy books of the appearance of led- 
gers. These ho secured and placed on 
a tablo in the middle of the room with- 
out even examining them. 
Next he 


began further exploration. 
When he 


found the banker's bedroom he seemed 
satisfied. On the back of a chair was 
a coat, evidently that which Compton 
had worn until he dressed for the eve- 
ning. Card thrust his hand Into the 
inside pocket of his coat and pulled 
out a batcli of letters through which 
ho ,ran rapidly, 
Ho selected two or 


throe, thrust thorn Into his pocket, re- 
turned for.jthe ledgers, tucked these 
under his arm and left the .house.

The manner in which these conclu- 


sions wero reached are but typical of 
the methods of the sleuths of the de- 
partment of justice. 
Gard had come 


to Now Beaufort wjth but a suspicion 
that Lorance, tho assistant cashier, 
was playing the market on tho funds 
of. the bank. Loranco was known to 
bo placing orders with a Wall street 
broker. 


At the boarding house Gard learned 


that Lorancs lived modestly in a cot- 
tage with his wife and babies, had not 
been seen to make any display of 
money,"? was of sturdy farmer stock, On 
tho other hand tho investigator imme- 
diately picked up the facts that the 
cashier, Compton, maintained an ex- 
pensive establishment, entertained lav- 
ishly, was often absent from town, 
-was 
nervous, 
hlghstrung, 
in 
bad 


health. 


All these facts led him to watch the 


cashier rather than his assistant. They 
led him, also, to some experimental 
testing of the condition of the bank's 
accounts. 
He know that a dishonest 


employee of .a bank, in appropriating 
monoy, had to charge it to some ac- 
count to make tho books balance, The 
large, inactive accounts offer a most 
tempting opportunity of this sort; but 
these were found to be intact by his 
ruse of inducing tho depositors to call 
for their balances. 


It was to get a better HUG on the 


business of tho community, and par- 
ticularly upon the accounts of Comp- 
ton, 
that the special agent secured a 


position 
as 
bookkeeper 
In 
Joy's 


grocery store. Here ho found, in tho 
Qrst place, that tbe buying for the 


ompton homo waa most profligate 


and 
evidently wasteful. 
He 
found, 


further, that the bills were always 
paid without question and by chock. 
Knowing of an, old trick that has 
brought many a cashier to ruin, Gard 
sought a way to test these personal 
checks to determine whether or not 
;hey actually found their way to the 
personal account of the cashier. 


.The cashier o£ a bank is usually tho 
ndivldual who opens tho mail, and 
many of these have been known to 
:asb personal chocks and destroy them 
when they came in for collection, 
charging the amount to some accojint 
where It might temporarily be hlddeu. 
To determine whether or not these 
personal checks wero being juggled by 
ho cashier Gard, as the grocer's book- 
teeper, found a pretext to send to tlie 
mule for a record of some personal 
hecks of Compton's which ho had 


handled a few days earlier. Ths cap 
was made while Compton was out to 
lunch, and the checks could not be 
foiind. 
Through another dealer Gard 


succeeded in getting a second similar 
request made with the same results. 
He concluded that Compton was at 
least juggling his personal account 
and charging-'the amount of his per- 
sonal checks to some-other account, 
probably loans and discounts. 
. ' 


In various ways the special agent 


found opportunities, even' without see- 
Ing the books of the bank, of dem- 
onstrating to hla satisfaction that the 
accounts were being Juggled. 
This 


was particularly true oC new deposits, 
When a cashier is particularly hard 
pressed he may resort to a manipula- 
tion of the accounts of current depos- 
itors. The system is the simplest in 
the world. When a depositor bands in 
his money, the cashier enters the 
amount in the pass book of that indi- 
vidual as a receipt. Then, instead of 
entering the money to the depositor's 
credit, tho cashier puts it In his pocket, 
Thus there Is nothing to show for the 
transaction but the entry in tbe pass 
book, and that may not be presentee! 
for a long time. The cashier chooses 
for spoliation the accounts that it is 
least likely about which inquiries will 
be made, -As far as the books of the 
bank are concerned they are as thougl 
the deposit had never been made, anc 
the bauk examiner, therefore, has nc 
way of discovering the shortage. 


Gard, through the store for which 


he worked, made several deposits, and 
upon one pretext and another, sent tc 
tho assistant cashier of the bank foi 
tbe record of them in the absence o 
Compton, They did* not show on the 
account of the grocery store and the 
matter was passed over as a misun- 
derstanding. But so was a second ave- 


stained and smashed fingers. 


The least nut is- the beechnut. It is

nue of misappropriation discovered. 


Thus was the special agent able 


from the outside to get very good 
leads into the condition of the bank 
and to determine the manner of its 
looting when the facts might not have 
been obtainable by an expert working 
from the inside. 


Gard's case was about completed 


and the department was ready to act 
when tho dramatic denouement came. 
Arson, suicide and flight arc the three 
events most to be expected when the 
funds of a bank have been misappro- 
priated. Tho young special agent wan 
watching for any of those at tbe time 
of the anniversary party given by the 
banker. 
It was In preparation 
for 


either that be watched so late on that 
occasion. 


On the afternoon which preceded 


the entertainment Gard was working 
over his books at the store and .at the 
same time'keeping an eye on the 
bank. An hour after closing time at 
the bank be saw Compton come out 
of the side door with two books of the 
institution under his arm. 
He could 


make out that one was loans and dis- 
counts. He surmised that they might 
be re'cords that were to be destroyed— 
probably tho books that showed his 
guilt. 


When from the hillside Gard that 


night saw the silent car stop back of 
the bank and the (lames subsequently 
break out, he knew what had hap- 
pened, These were accomplices of the 
cashier who had probably looted the 
bank of any remaining funds and, ac- 
cording to agreement, had set It on 
fire that the incriminating records of 
the cashier might be destroyed. The 
wily cashier, however, had made sure 
that the books that showed his guilt 
would not be found, in case the plan 
was not an entire success. He had re- 
moved them himself, but had not as 
yet destroyed them for lie saw no 
probability of coming under immediate 
suspicion. Likewise had be neglecled 
to destroy certain correspondence that 
later connected him with the parties 
found to have .committed the arson. 


The books taken from, the banker's 


house wero found to be the personal 
ledger wherein should have been en- 
tered deposits, and the loans and dis- 
counts ledger in which account Comp- 
ton had entered the amounts repre- 
senting all his personal checks. 
This 


latter was the account that had dwelt 
in the mind of Newton, the bank ex- 
aminer. 
The letters that Gard had 


found in the banker's pockets, though 
unsigned and mysteriously phrased, 
were later traced to the Dutch Shroder 
gang. They proved a great aid to Me- 
Cord, the plain-clothes man, who had 
slept peacefully through all the clamor 
incident to the burning of the bank, 
but who, through them, was able to 
trace the burglars. 


Compton went to pieces when con-, 


fronted with the proof that his derelic- 
tions had been found out. 
When his 


townspeople came to know tbe facts 
on the following day, they stormed the 
jail.and .threatened to .lynch him. So 
determined was their onslaught that 
the sheriff spirited the prisoner away. 
In desperation he confessed his crimes 
and exonerated Lorance, the. assistant 
cashier, who in playing the ma/ket had 
only executed the orders of his su- 
perior. Corapton lived but six months 
after his conviction and sentence to 
ten years in tho penitentiary at At- 
lanta.

"After tho reading was over Klley (uckod mo

"Ton know, sudi remarks as this were all 
I ho 


more pl(|uunt because Klley was so very punc- 
tilious and scrupulous in all his personal habits. 
Jhl always was Immaculately dressed. 
I never 


knew him even to make so much of a concus- 
sion to comfort as to put on a smoking jacket 
or a lounge, coat. 
Hut he liked to go to his room 


and stretch himself on his bed and talk. 
And 


ho never talked about anything but literature, 
chiefly poetry. 


"iilley had a 
groat fund of knowledge of 


pootry and knew lots of out-of-the-way homely 
verse. 
Ho dellghled particularly In ridiculously 


bad newspaper verse,. 


"Ulloy liked to read pootry aloud. When I wont 


to his house of an evening, he generally was wait- 
ing for mo with sonic favorite book, ready to 
road aloud." 


"What sort oC pootry did ho prefer?" 
"Ills tastes covered ft wide range. Two poets 


to whom ho was especially devoted wore Long- 
follow and Swinburne. 


"Klley liked Longfellow's directness and sim- 


plicity. 
Tho things that pleased him In Swin- 


burne's work wore the music und tho deft crafts- 
manship. 


"After 
Klley had received his degrees from 


some of the colleges, he seemed to feel thnt ho 
ought to bo known us a poet, rather than as a 
humorist and writer of dialect verso. 
He tried 


hard to live up to the name of poet, nnd wanted 
his nonsense rhymes of his vagabondage forgot- 
ten. 
Yet his vernacular verse, or, as he called it, 


his dialect verso, was his chief contribution to 
literal tiro. 


"Klley was just n poet. That was all he ever 


cared to bo, lie was not Interested In anything 
but poetry. lie knew nothing of politics—ho had 
not voted for .'50 years. 
And as for philosophy, 


he had nothing but contempt for the modern 
thinkers. 


"There was something very pathetic nnd charm- 


Ing about Klley's tenacity in holding the serious 
poet pose. Ills nonsense was just ono of his ways 
of writing which happened to prove popular; 
when he got a chance to write In another way 
how eagerly ho seized It, nnd how persistently ho 
clung to It I 


"Ills last years were the' happiest of his life, 


T think. 
He had his own cnr nnd rodo around 


Indianapolis and Its suburbs every day, generally 
taking with him some friend, 
He was honored 


and loved, and I think he felt that life had been 
good to him, 


"Klley's father was a lawyer. His grandfather 


cnme to Indiana from Pennsylvania. 
His grand- 


mother on his mother's Hide was Pennsylvania,. 
Dutch. 
Ills father was Irish. 


"Klley had many prejudices. 
He disliked Poo 


very much. Ho disliked Poo's character so much 
that he could hardly read his poetry. Of course, 
ho must have liked Poo's inutile and splendid 
metrical effects. 


"Of course, you know the story of Elley's fa- 


mous Imitation of Poo? Ho had taken n position 
on tho staff of an Anderson, Ind., paper, and tho 
editor of n rival paper kept ridiculing him. Riley 


to get even with him, so be wrote his 


imitation of Toe, and find it published In a paper 
In another part of the state with an elaborate 
story iihouf Ihe discovery of the manuscript. 


"At once It made u great sensation all over 


the country. It made so grunt a sensation that 
If I ley was terrified, and feared that he. would bo 
accused of literary forgery. 
Meanwhile the edi- 


tor of the rival paper wrote: 'No doubt our young 
friend Kiley will belittle this puem and sn,v- It is 
not the work of I'oe. 
Bui: it is 1'oe, and I'oe's 


best manner.' 
The sensation grew to such pro- 


portions (hat liiley had tn confess that he had 
written the poem. 
And then the editor of the 


paper discharged Illlny because he had not pub- 
lished It In Ills paper. 


"Then the Indianapolis Journal gave him n job, 


which he held for years. 
11 o wrote reams of 


nonsense verso, and wrote up in verso the shops 
of Ihe merchants who advertised in the Joirrnal. 


"Rlley's first book was called 'The Old Swlin- 


mln' Mole and 'Lcveii More Poems.' 
Ho pub- 


lished it himself. It uold so well that it was soon 
taken over by n publisher, and passed through 
many editions, 


"Rlloy's exquisite penmanship showed (he care 


with which he wrote. Originally he wrote a care- 
loss and rather Illegible script, but he had so 
much difficulty In getting the printers to road his 
writing, and printing his dialect verse correctly, 
that he took up the study of penmanship. 
He 


was careful always' to get the dialect of one 
part of Indiana as distinct from the dialect of 
any other part. 


" 'Any man's character,' he said, 'is best re- 


membered, I suppose, by some of his habitual 
gestures and expressions.' 
I remember Riley as 


very deliberate In his motions, especially In his 
last years. Smooth shaven, ruddy, well groomed, 
he 'looked like a benign old English bishop more 
than anything else." 


Mr. Don Marquis of the New York Sun aptly 


con si dors Riley and his poetry from an entirely 
different angle, 


"James Whltcomb Riley," says he, "was the 


companion of fnlrlcs In Arcady; for the Hoosier 
belongs to a race apart. 
And while some, are 


captured and broken to trade, the gentle poof 
escaped and kept nhvjiys the vision of hidden 
things." 


With these prefatory remarks'the writer goos 


on with his essay: 


"There are two sorts of Tndlnnnn—the ordinary 


Indianan, who is not so very different from the 
Ohloan or the Illlnoisnn, and the Hoosier. 


"The Iloosier belong not merely to a race apart, 


but to a separate species, 
He is human, but 


with a difference; he Is invnre of the kinship 
between humanity and the so-called lower ani- 
mals (and even the plants and.streams) on the 
one side, find on the other side of the /kinship of 
humanity with the elves. 


"When the moon turns flic mists to silver and 


the owls wall and the frogs wake up along 'the 
creeks and lakes and the fairies saddle and bridle 
the fireflies and mount them and go whirring and 
flashing off In search of airy adventures 
the 


l-Tooslers steal out of the farmhouses and ham- 
lets and creep down to the bottom .lands nnd 
dance and sing and cavort under the summer 
stars. They do so secretly, dodging the mere hu- 
mans, for secrecy Is the essence of their midnight, 
whimsical revels, 


'"In the daytime they pretend they are just 


ordinary 
Indlanans; 
their 
own brothers nnd 


mothers may not realise that they are Hooslers. 


"But In Indiana, as elsewhere, there is business , 


and tho need to attend to It. There must have 
been even In Arauly—somebody owned the flocks 
and herds of Arcady and 
turned 
them 
Into 


butcher's meat nnd leather,., nnd tho shepherds 
only piped on the sufferance of their commercial- 


minded master,-. These Fjoosicrs, ihese wild bards 
and prancing, long-legged lovers of the moon, are 
often captured nnd broken nnd tamed to trade 
and industry by the more sordid citi'/enry. They 
are 
yoked 
to 
tho 
handle 
end 
of 
the plow, 


chained lo the desk; by (ho hundreds and thou- 
sands they become clerks and salesmen .and rail- 
road presidents ami novelists and business men 
of all sorts. 


"James 
YVhlleomb Riley was a Hoosier who 


happily escaped; he was never captured, never 
enslaved; the things hidden from the rest of us, 
or revealed only In 
Hashes, 
remembered but 


vaguely from the days of our own happy Hoosier- 
dom, he continued to see steadily; be lived among 
them familiarly to Ihe end, and until the end 
was their interpreter to us. 


"'Bud come here to your undo a spell,' says 


Klley in effect, 'and I'll show you not only n fairy, 
but a fairy who has for the moment chosen to be 
just as much of a Hoosier as Ihe Raggedy Man, 
or Orphant Annie, or Old Kingry, or the folks at 
(iriggsby Station,' 


"The critics and the learned doctors of liter- 


ature are already debating as to whether Riley 
had Imagination or only fancy. (It would be u 
terrible calamity to some, of them If they said 
it was imagination and it was ollicially declared 
later to be merely fancy; that is the sort of 
mistake thnt damns a critic and makes the sons 
•and grandsons of critics meek, hacked, apolo- 
getic young men,) 
And doubtless the point Is ex- 


ceedingly important. ' For If a poet has Imagi- 
nation they say bis work Is significant. 
And If 


he has only fancy his work is not significant. 


"The 
chief merit of Rlley's dialect verse— 


which Is (he mosl popular part of his production 
and the part with which the critics chiefly con- 
cern themselves—is Its effectiveness as n medium 
for 
diameter 
portrayal. 
Whimsical, 
lovable, 


homely, racy, quaint, salty, pathetic, humorous, 
tender are his dialect poems; essentially, he has 
shown us life as n superior 
writer of prose 


sketches might do, adding the charm of his lyri- 
cism! 


"But, personally, we never like him so well as 


when he Is writing sheer moonlight and music. 
Probably no poet who ever wrote English—cer- 
tainly no American poet—got more luscious lan- 
guage than Riley.

In the first place her resources are 


unlmpared. 
Not only lias tho war

made no h u r t f u l drain upon her men 
ccaor her materials; it has even en- 
hanced her .skill and added to her 
resources, because of tho very cir- 
cumstances of her situation, cut off 
from 
her usual trade with many 


party of tho world and called upon 
to supply what she hover supplied 
before, to tho nations engaged in tho 
1,'ix-ut struggle not only, but also to 
her own people. 
She has developed

Fortunately, America can play her 


part in tho days to come unsefishly

industry, 
and 
these 


things sho can obtain, not by con- 
quest of force, but by tho moro care- 
ful use of tho extraordinary capacity 
of her people. Sho can produce like 
skill and knowledge £pr herself. That 
is one of tho things those days of 
struggle and interrupted trade havo 
I aught her. 
Sho has nothing that 


she wishes to take away from othor 
nations of tho world, and she is bet- 
tor prepared than she was before to 
make rich contribution to the devel- 
opment of othor nations. 


Tho opportunity is at hand, there-, 


fore, for which sho has waited. Her 
principles are suited to tho freedom 
of mankind and tho poaco of tho 
world. 
Sho 
can 
now 
exemplify 


those principles in action with a now 
leadership, a now opportunity to ex- 
hibit them uppu a great .scale. She 
can now afford an example of -energy 
in justice as well as in enterprise, in 
fair and honorable competition, in 
thoughtful adaption of her resources 
to tho needs of tho world, which may 
help to inaugurate a now era in the 
intercourse and friendly independ- 
ence of tho peoples of tho world.

CANNING WITHOUT SUGAR 
KLKl'TKD OFKiCKRS 
KOKKSTKKS EM-XT

If Ihe price of sugar keeps on soar 


inq il will be necessary lo curtail ils 
use as far as possible, hoping Co 
lower prices lalei in Ihe season whei 
the demand is not as groat. 


For pitd, salads, puddings and 


such dishes, fruit may be dinner' 
without sugar. 
As far as the keep 


ing qualities of f i u i t is concerned i 
has been ottcn demonstrated tha 
sugar is unnecessary for perfect Kler- 
ihzalion,—however, Ihe addition o! 
sugar preserves Iho color, adds llavor 
and keeps the texture ol Ihe fruit 
all most desirable qualities in canned 
fruit. 


Instead of culling out all canned 


fruit because of the cost of sugar, it 
will be wise to can without its use, 
ispecially where the fruit is produced 
on the farm or costs little. 


To can the product have perfectly 


fresh fruit, picked and prepared for 
canning the same day. 
Wash Iho 


"ruit and place in Ihe cans, if it is 
:o be canned by Ihe sleam piessurc 
method. If canned by the kettle pro- 
cess, see taut the cans can be perfecl- 
.y sealed and are thoroughly steril- 
ized, tops and all. 
Before pulling 


on the lops after tilling with ihe 
cooked fruit, dip the rubber in scald- 
ng water quickly and place it on Ihe 
can. There is never any economy in 
risking old tops thai are warped, or 
ubbers that are not elastic. A rub- 
jer costing less than a cent may be 
the cause of the loss ot two quai U 
of olherwise good fruit. 


Boiling water may be poured over 


the fruit in the can instead o£ the 
sugar syrup, or the fruit juice may 
fill the can. 
If cooking the fruit in 


:an in a boiler of water, set the jars 
>n a false bottom to keep them Irom 
jreaking, and covering them with 
soiling water, boil 30 minutes after 
he water has begun to boil. 
Re- 


uove Ihe jars and be sure tttit they 
ire perfectly sealed. When*sing a 
team pressure canner ten to twenty 
ninutes under five pounds pressure 
depending upon the kind of fruil 
ised)'is sufficient to cook all kinds 
f fi'uit. 


Canning truit juices without sugar 


or jelly making later in the year is 
lighly satisfactory, as one may open 
\ can of the juice, add sugar, boil 
intil it jellies, and have fresh jelly 
xny lime during Uie winter. 
Such 


oily Is as good as if made during Ihe 
eason of fruit and il is a greal ad- 
anlage to have il fresh, lo use, 
vhile it is at its best, 


The apple crop this year in many 


laces is so poor that it will be desir- 
ble lo save apple juice for jelly. A 
ew gallons of Ihe juice may be pul

until it jellies, and have fresh jelly 
any lime during the winter.

vantage to have it fresh, to use, 
while it is at its best.

Gard, the special agent, again acted 


differently from his fellows by failing 
to do the thing which others did. He 
crossed over from the hill on which 
he had smoked and hastily entered the 
banker's house. 
Arriving, he seemed 


to know exactly what he wanted. 
He 


hurried through the rooms of the 
house, snapping on still more lights 
until he found that apartment which 
seemed to be the personal retreat of 
the owner. 
Here he evidently had 


-•business. Standing in the middle of the 
floor he looked about. 
Thrown care- 


lessly into a window seat he saw two 
heavy books of the appearance of led- 
gers.

The manner in which these conclu- 


sions were reached are but typical of 
the methods of the sleuths of the de- 
partment of justice. 
Gard had come 


to New Beaufort wjth but a suspicion 
that Lorance, the assistant cashier, 
was playing the market on the funds 
of the bank. Lorance was known to 
be placing orders with a Wall street 
broker. 


At the boarding house Gard learned 


that Lorance lived modestly In a cot- 
tage with his wife and babies, had not 
been seen to make any display of 
monej) •nas of sturdy farmer stock. On 
the other hand the investigator imme- 
diately picked up the facts that the 
cashier, Compton, maintained an ex- 
pensive establishment, entertained lav- 
ishly, was often absent from town, 
was 
nervous, 
highstrung, 
in 
bad 


health. 


All these facts led him to watch the 


cashier rather than his assistant. They 
led him, also, to soma experimental 
testing of the condition of the bank's 
accounts. He knew that a dishonest 
employee of a bank, in appropriating 
money, had to charge it to some ac- 
count to make the books balance. The 
large, inactive accounts offer a most 
tempting opportunity of this sort; but 
these were found to be intact by his 
ruse of inducing the depositors to call 
for their balances. 


It was to get a better line on the 


business of the community, and par- 
ticularly upon the accounts of Comp- 
ton, that the special agent secured a 
position 
as 
bookkeeper 
in 
Joy's 


grocery store. 
Here he found, in the 


first place, that the buying for the 
Compton home was most profligate 
and evidently wasteful. He 
found, 


further, that the bills were always 
paid without question and by check. 
Knowing of an old trick that has 
brought many a cashier to ruin, Gard 
sought a way to test these personal 
checks to determine whether or not 
they actually found their way to the 
persona] account of the cashier. 


The cashier of a bank is usually the 


individual who opens the mail, and 
many of these have been known to 
cash personal checks and destroy them 
when they came in for collection, 
charging the amount to some account 
where it might temporarily be hidden 
To determine whether or not these 
personal checks were being juggled by 
the cashier Gard, as the grocer's book- 
keeper, found a pretext to send to the 
bank for a record of some personal 


1 checks of Compton's which he 
had 


i handled a few days earlier. The call 


i was made while Compton was out to 


i lunch, and the checks could not be 
found. Through another dealer Gard 
succeeded in getting a second similar 
request made with the same results. 
He concluded that Compton was at 
least juggling his personal account 
and charging the amount of his per- 
sonal checks to some other account, 
probably loans and discounts. 


In various ways the special agent 


found opportunities, even without see- 
ing the books of the bank, of dem- 
onstrating to his satisfaction that the 
accounts were being juggled. 
This 


was particularly true of new deposits. 
When a cashier is particularly hard 
pressed he may resort to a manipula- 
tion of the accounts of current depos- 
itors. The system is the simplest in 
the world. When a depositor hands in 
his money, the cashier enters the 
amount in the pass book of that indi- 
vidual as a receipt. 
Then, instead of 


entering the money to the depositor's 
credit, the cashier puts it m his pocket. 
Thus there is nothing to show for the 
transaction but the entry in the pass 
book, and that may not be presented 
for a long time. The cashier chooses 
for spoliation the accounts that it is 
least likely about which inquiries will 
be made. As far as the books of the 
bank are concerned they are as thougl 
the deposit had never been made, ant 
the bank examiner, therefore, has m 
way of discovering the shortage. 


Gard, through the store for which 


he worked, made several deposits, and 
upon one pretext and another, sent tc 
the assistant cashier of the bank foi 
the record of them in the absence ol 
Compton. They did not show on the 
account of the grocery store and the 
matter was passed over as a misun- 
derstanding. But so was a second ave- 


stalned arid smashed fingers. 


The least nut is the beechnut. It Is

nue of misappropriation discovered. 


Thus was the special agent able 


from the outside to get very good 
leads into the condition of the bank 
and to determine the manner of its 
looting when the facts might not have 
been obtainable by an expert working 
from the inside. 


Card's case was about completed 


and the department was ready to act 
when the dramatic denouement came. 
Arson, suicide and flight are the three 
events most to be expected when the 
funds of a bank have been misappro- 
priated. The young special agent was 
watching for any of these at the time 
of the anniversary party given by the 
banker. 
It was in preparation for 


either that he watched so late on that 
occasion. 


On the afternoon which preceded 


the entertainment Gard was working 
over his books at the store and at the 
same time keeping an eye on the 
bank. An hour after closing time at 
the bank he saw Compton come out 
of the side door with two books of the 
institution under his arm. 
He could 


make out that one was loans and dis- 
counts. He surmised that they might 
be records that were to be destroyed— 
probably the books that showed his 
guilt. 


When from the hillside Gard that 


night saw the silent car stop back of 
the bank and the flames subsequently 
break out, he knew what had hap- 
pened. These were accomplices of the 
cashier who had probably looted the 
hank of any remaining funds and, ac- 
cording to agreement, had set it on 
fire that the incriminating records of 
the cashier might be destroyed. The 
•wily cashier, however, had made sure 
that the books that showed his guilt 
would not be found, in case the plan 
was not an entire success.

in the mind of Newton, the bank ex- 
aminer. 
The letters that Gard had 


found in the banker's pockets, though 
unsigned and mysteriously phrased, 
were later traced to the Dutch Shroder 
gang. They proved a great aid to Mc- 
Cord, the plain-clothes man, who had 
slept peacefully through all the clamor 
incident to the burning of the bank, 
but who, through them, was able to 
trace the burglars.

fronted with the proof that his derelic- 
ticais had been found out. 
When his 


townspeople came to know the facts 
on the following day, they stormed the 
jail and threatened to lynch him. So 
determined was their onslaught that 
the sheriff spirited the prisoner away. 
In desperation he confessed his crimes 
and exonerated Lorance, the assistant 
cashier, who In playing the ma/ket had 
only executed the orders of his su- 
perior. Coraptou lived but six months 
after his conviction and sentence to 
ten years in the penitentiary at At 
lanta.

Knowing of an. old trick that has 
brought many a cashier to ruin, Gard 
sought a way to test these personal 
checks to determine whether or not 
they actually found their way to the 
personal account of the cashier. 


.The cashier of a bank is usually the 


individual who opens the mail, and 
many of these have been known to 
cash personal checks and destroy them 
when they came in for collection, 
charging the amount to some account 
where it might temporarily be hidden. 
To determine whether or not these 
personal checks were being juggled by 
the cashier Gard, as the grocer's book- 
keeper, found a pretext to send to the 
bank for a record of some personal 
checks of Compton's which he had 
handled a few days earlier. The ca|l 
was made while Compton was out to 
lunch, and the checks could not be 
found. Through another dealer Gard 
succeeded in getting a second similar 
request made with the same results. 
He concluded that Compton was at 
least juggling his personal account 
and charging the amount of his per- 
sonal checks to some other account, 
probably loans and discounts. 


In various ways the special agent 


found opportunities, even without see- 
ing the books of the bank, of dem- 
onstrating to his satisfaction that the 
accounts were being juggled. 
This 


was particularly true of new deposits. 
When a cashier is particularly hard 
pressed he may resort to a manipula- 
tion of the accounts of current depos- 
itors. The system Is the simplest In 
the world. When a depositor hands In 
his money, the cashier enters the 
amount in the pass book of that indi- 
vidual as a receipt. Then, instead of 
entering the money to the depositor's 
credit, the cashier puts it in his pocket. 
Thus there is nothing to show for the 
transaction hut the entry in the pass 
book, and that may not be presented 
for a long time. The cashier chooses 
for spoliation the accounts that it is 
least likely about which inquiries will 
be made. -As far as the books of the 
bank are concerned they are as though 
the deposit had never been made, and 
the bank examiner, therefore, has no- 
way of discovering the shortage. 
! 


Gard, through the store for which 


he worked, made several deposits, and! 
upon one pretext and another, sent to 
the assistant cashier of the bank fon 
the record of them in the absence of 
Compton. They did not show on the 
account of the grocery store and the 
matter was passed over as a misun- 
derstanding. But so was a second ave- 


stained arid smashed fingers.

In desperation he confessed his crimes 
and exonerated Lorance, the assistant 
cashier, who in playing the maiket had 
only executed the orders of his su- 
perior. Compton lived but six months 
after his conviction and sentence to 
ten years in the penitentiary at At- 
lanta.

on to say : 


"The next time I saw TUley was In Philadelphia. 


I wont to read before Ihe P,ro\\ning society, and 
I don't mind telling you 1hat I was scared to 
death. When I got out all nlone on the stage nnd 
saw a thousand people staring up at me I felt 
more like running away than doing anything else. 
J5ut wli«n I saw lliley clown in the audience, 
looking nt mo in his quaint, friendly way, then 
I felt all right. 
I wasn't afraid to rend my 


poetry to Hi ley. 


"After the reading was over Itiley tucked me 


under his arm and said: 
'Now, let's get around 


to the hotel mid we'll take off our shoes and 
get a fhc-w of tobacco and he comfortable.1 


"You 
know, such remarks as this were all the 


more piquant because Kiley was so very punc- 
tilious and scrupulous in all his personal habits. 
lie always was immaculately dressed. 
I never 


knew him even to make so much of a conces- 
sion to comfort as to put on a smoking jacket 
or a lounge coat. But he liked to go to his room 
and stretch himself on his bed and talk. 
And 


he never talked about anything but literature, 
Chiefly poetry. 


"Hiley had a 
great fund of knowledge of 


poetry and knew lots of out-of-the-way homely 
verse. 
He delighted particularly in ridiculously 


bad newspaper verse. 


"Riley liked to read poetry aloud. When I went 


to his house of an evening, he generally was wait- 
ing for me with some favorite book, ready to 
read aloud." 


"What sort of poetry did he prefer?" 
"His tastes covered a wide range. Two poets 


to whom he was especially devoted were Long- 
follow and Swinburne. 


"Hiloy liked Longfellow's directness and sim- 


plicity. 
The things that pleased him in Swin- 


hurne's work were the music and the deft crafts- 
manship. 


"After Hiley had received his degrees from 


some of the colleges, he seemed to feel that he 
ought to be known as a poet, rather than as a 
humorist and writer of dialect verse. 
He tried 


hard to live up to the name of poet, and wanted 
his nonsense rhymes of his vagabondage forgot- 
ten. Yet his vernacular verse, or, as he called it, 
his dialect verse, was his chief contribution to 
literature. 


"Kiley was just a poet. That was all he over 


cared to be. He was not interested in anything 
but poetry. He knew nothing of politics — he had 
not voted for 30 years. And as for philosophy, 
he had nothing but contempt for the modern 
thinkers. 


"There was something very pathetic and charm- 


ing about Riley's tenacity in holding the serious 
poet pose. His nonsense was just one of his wuys 
of writing which happened to prove popular; 
when he got a chance to write In another uay 
how eagerly he seized it, and how persistently he 
clung to it! 


"His lust years were the happiest of his life. 


I think. 
He had his own car and rode around 


Indianapolis and its suburbs every day, generally 
taking with him some friend. 
He was honored 


and loved, nnd I think he felt that life had been 
good to him. 


"Riley's father was a lawyer. His grandfather 


cnme to Indiana from Pennsylvania. 
His grand- 


mother on his mother's side was Pennsylvania 
Dutch. 
His father was Irish. 


"Kilpy had many prejudices. 
He disliked Poe 


very much. He disliked Poe's character so much 
that he could hardly read Ills poetry. Of course, 
he must have liked Poe's music and splendid 
metrical effects. 


"Of course, you know the story of Eiley's fa- 


mous imitation of Poe? He had taken a position 
on the staff of an Anderson, Ind., paper, and i'he 
editor of a rival paper kept ridiculing him. Riley

in another part of the state with an elaborate 
story about the discovery of the manuscript. 


"At once it made a great sensation all over 


the country. It made so great a sensation that 
Itiley was tenified, and feared that he would be 
accused of literary forgery. 
Meanwhile the edi- 


tor of the rival paper wrote: 'No doubt our young 
friend Rllc-y will belittle Ihis poem and say- It is 
not the work of Poe. 
Rut it is Poe, and I'oe's 


best manner.' 
The sensation crew to such pro- 


portions that Riley had to confess that he had 
written the poem. 
And then Ihe editor of the 


paper discharged Riley because he had not pub- 
lished it In his paper. 


"Then the Indianapolis Journal gave him a job, 


which lie held for years. 
lie wrote reams of 


nonsense verse, and wrote up in verse the shops 
of the merchant1? who advertised in the Journal. 


"Riley's first bool; was called 'The Old Swlm- 


min' Hole and 'Leven More Poems.' 
He pub- 


lished it himself. It sold so well that it was soon 
taken over liy a publisher, and passed through 
many editions. 


"Riley's exquisite penmanship showed the care 


with which he wrote. Originally he wrote a care- 
less and rather Illegible script, but lie had so 
much difficulty in getting the printers to read his 
writing, and printing his dialect verse correctly, 
that he took up the study of penmanship. He 
was careful always' to get the dialect of one 
part of Indiana as distinct from the dialect of 
any other part. 


" 'Any man's character,' he said, 'Is best re- 


membered, I suppose, by some of his habitual 
gestures and expressions.' I remember Riley as 
very deliberate in his motions, especially in his 
last years. Smooth shaven, ruddy, well groomed, 
he looked like a benign old English bishop more 
than anything else." 


Mr. Don Marquis of the New York Sun aptly 


considers Riley and his poetry from an entirely 
different angle. 


"James Whitcomh Riley," says he, "was the 


companion of fairies in Arcady; for the Hoosier 
belongs to a race apart. 
And while some • are 


captured and broken to trade, the gentle poet1 


pscnped and kept always the vision of hidden 
things." 


With these prefatory remarks the writer goes 


on with his essay: 


"There are two sorts of Indianan—the ordinary 


Indianan, who is not so very different from the 
Ohioan or the Illinoisan, nnd the Hoosier. 


"The Hoosier belong not merely to a race apart, 


but to a separate species. 
He is human, but 


with a difference; he Is aware of the kinship 
between humanity and the so-called lower ani- 
mals (and even the plants nnd streams) on the 
one side, and on the other side of the kinship of 
humanity with the elves. 


"When the moon turns the mists to silver and 


the owls wail and the frogs wake up along the 
creeks nnd lakes and the fairies saddle and bridle 
the fireflies and mount them and go whirring and 
flashing off in search of airy adventures the 
Hoosiers steal out of the farmhouses nnd ham- 
lets and creep down to the bottom lands and 
dance and sing and cavort under the summer 
stars. They do so secretly, dodging the mere hu- 
mans, for secrecy is the essence of their midnight, 
whimsical revels. 


'"In the daytime they pretend they are jnst 


ordinary 
Indianans; 
their 
own brothers 
and 


mothers may not realize that they are Hoosiers. 


"But in Indiana, as elsewhere, there is business 


and the need to attend to It. There must have 
been even in Arcady—somebody owned the flocks 
and herds of Arcady and 
turned 
them 
into 


butcher's meat and leather,, and the shepherds 
only piped on the sufferance of their commercial- 


minded masted. These Hoosiers, these wild bards 
and prancintr, long-legged lovers of the moon, lire 
often captured and broken and tamed to trade 
and industry by the more sordid citizenry. They 
are yoked to the 
handle end of the plow, 


chained to the de-slc; by the hundreds and thou- 
sands they become clerks and salesmen and rail- 
road presidents and novelists and business men 
of all sorts. 


"James Whitcoinb Riley was a iloosicr who 


happily escaped; lie was never captured, never 
enslaved; the things hidden from the rest of us, 
or revealed only in 
flashes, 
remembered but 


vaguely from the days of our own happy Hoosier- 
clom, he continued to see steadily; lie lived among 
ilium familiarly to Ihe end, and until the end 
was their interpreter to us. 


" 'Bud come here to your uncle a spell,' says 


Riley in effect, 'and I'll show you not only a fairy, 
but a fairy who has for the moment chosen to be 
just as much of a Hoosier as the Kaggeely Man, 
or Orphant Annie, or Old Kingry, or the folks at 
Griggsby Station.' 
, 


"The critics and the learned doctors of liter- 


ature are already debating as to whether Riley 
had imagination or only fancy. (It would be a 
terrible calamity to some of them if they said 
It was imagination and it was officially declared 
later to be merely fancy; that is the sort of 
mistake that damns a critic and makes the sons 
•and grandsons of critics rneek, hacked, apolo- 
getic young men.) And doubtless the point Is ex- 
ceedingly important. 
For if a poet has imagi- 


nation they say his work is significant. 
And if 


he has only fancy his work is not significant 


"The chief merit of Riley's dialect verse— 


which is Ihe most popular part of his production 
and the part wllh which the critics chiefly con- 
cern themselves—is its effectiveness as a medium 
for 
character 
portrayal. 
Whimsical, 
lovable, 


homely, racy, quaint, salty, pathetic, humorous, 
tender are his dialect poems; essentially, he has 
shown us life as a superior 
writer of prose 


sketches might do, adding the charm of his lyri- 
cism. 


"But, personally, we never like him so well as 


when he is writing sheer moonlight and music. 
Probably no poet who ever wrote English—cer- 
tainly no American pnet—got more luscious lan- 
guage than Riley. A sweetness that is not so 
sugary that it.cloys, having always a winy tang.

To his most ultimate of stammering sobs 
And maudlin wanderings of blinded breath 
' 


"There is no better evidence of the genuine- 


ness of Riley's sentiment, particularly in the dia- 
lect poems, than the discretion with which he 
touches the pathetic chord when he touches it 
at- all. 
One of the most popular poems lie ever 


wrote was 'Old-Fashioned Roses,' and one word 
too much, one pressure the least bit too insistent 
would have made the thing as offensive as n 
vaudeville ballad. The taste which told him to 
be simple and the,.sincerity which begat the 
taste save the verses from the reproach. 


"His verses for children and about children 


could only have been written by a' man whose 
love and understanding of children was real, for 
children are quick to detect and repudiate any- 
thing of the sort that is 'pumped up' for effect, 
and they contributed enormously to the general 
feeling of affection for him. The regard of the 
children was in a way a testimonial to his per- 
sisting youthfulness of spirit; he was still their 
playmate; perhaps it is an earnest of immor- 
tality, if immortality can be. Certainly love en- 
durps longer than anything else, and this man 
with the childlike sweetness In his soul goes 
from us loved as few men have been."

or a lounge coat. 
Hut lie liked to po to his room 


and stretch himself on his bed and talk.

"Uiley hail a 
great fund 
of knowledge of 


poetry 'and knew lots of out-of-the-way homely 
verse. 
He delighted particularly in ridiculously 


bud newspaper verse. 


"Hlh-y liked to read poetry aloud. When I went 


to his liotise of an evening, he generally was wait- 
Ing for mo with some favorite book, ready to 
read aloud." 


"\Vhat sort of poetry did ho prefer?" 
"His tastes covered n wide range. Two poets 


to whom he was especially devoted were Long- 
fellow and Swinburne. 


"Ulley liked Longfellow's directness and sim- 


plicity. 
The things that pleased him in Swin- 


burne's work were the music and the deft crafts- 
manship. 


"After 
Riley hn(1 received his degrees from 


some of the colleges, he seemed to feel that he 
ought to be known us n poet, rather than as a 
humorist uml writer of dialect verse. 
He tried 


hard to live up to the mime of poet, and wanted 
his nonsense rhymes of his vagabondage forgot- 


ten. 
Yet his vernacular verse, or, as he called it, 


his dialect verse, was his chief contribution to 
literature. 


"Riley was just a poet. That was nil he ever 


cared to be. lie way not Interested in anything 
but poetry. He knew nothing of politics—he had 
not voted for 30 years. 
And as for philosophy, 


he had 
nothing but contempt for the modern 


thinkers. 


"There was something very pathetic nnd charm- 


ing about Kiley's tenacity in holding the serious 
poet pose. His nonsense was just one of his ways 
of writing which happened to prove 
popular; 


when he got a chance to write In another way 
how eagerly he seized it, and how persistently he 
clung to it! 


"His last years wore the happiest of his life, 


I think. 
He" had his own car and rode around 


Indianapolis and its suburbs every day, generally 
taking with him some friend. 
He was honored 


and loved, and I think he felt that life had been 
good to him. 


"Kiley's father was n lawyer. His grandfather 


c«me to Indiana from Pennsylvania. 
His grand- 


mother on his mother's side was Pennsylvania. 
Dutch. 
His father was Irish. 


"Uiley had many prejudices. 
Ho disliked Foe 


verv much. 
He disliked Poe's character so much 


that hi; could hardly read tu's poetry.

portions that Riiey had to confess that he had 
written the poem. 
And then Ihe editor of the 


paper discharged Riley because he hud not pub- 
lished it In his paper. 


"Then the Indianapolis Journal gave him a job, 


which he held for years. 
He wrote reams of 


nonsense verse, and wrote up in verse the shops 
of the. merchants who advertised in the .Toirrnal. 


"Hiley's first book was called 'The Old Swim- 


min' Hole and 'Leven More Poems.' 
He pub- 


lished it himself. It sold so well that it was soon 
taken over by a publisher, and passed through 
inany editions. 


"Kiley's exquisite penmanship showed the care 


with which he wrote. Originally he wrote a cure- 
less and rather illegible script, but he bad so 
much difficulty in getting the printers to read his 
writing, and printing his dialect verse correctly, 
that he took up the study of penmanship. 
He 


was careful always" to get the dialect of one 
part of Indiana as distinct from the dialect of 
any other part. 


" 'Any man's character,' he said, 'is best re- 


membered, I suppose, by some of his habitual 
gestures and expressions.' 
I remember Riley as 


very deliberate in his motions, especially in his 
last years. 
Smooth shaven, ruddy, well groomed, 


he-looked like n benign old English bishop more 
than anything else." 


Mr. Don Marquis of the New York Sun aptly 


considers Riley and his poetry from an entirely 
different nnple. 


"James Whitcomh Riley," says he, "was 
the 


companion of fairies in Aready; for the Hoosier 
belongs to a race apart. 
And while some • are 


captured and broken to trade, the gentle poet' 
escaped and kept always the vision of hidden 
things." 


With these prefatory remarks the writer goes 


on with his essay: 


"There are two sorts of Tndiannn—the ordinary 


Inclianan, who is not so very different from the 
Ohioan or the Illlnoisan, find the Hoosier. 


"The Hoosier belong not merely to a race apart, 


but to u separate species. 
He is human, hut 


with a difference; he is aware of the kinship 
between humanity find the so-called lower ani- 
mals (and even the plants and .streams) on the 
one side, and on the other side of the -kinship of 
humanity with the elves. 


"When the moon turns the mists to silver and 


the owls wail and the frogs wake up along the 
creeks nnd lakes and the fairies saddle and bridle 
the fireflies and mount them and go whirring and 
flashing 
off 
in search 
of airy adventures 
the 


Hoosiers steal out of the farmhouses and ham- 
lets and creep down to the bottom .lands and 
dance and sing and cavort under- rhe summer 
stars. They do so secretly, dodging the mere hu- 
mans, for secrecy Is the essence of their midnight, 
whimsical revels. 


'"In the daytime they pretend they are just 


ordinary 
Indlnnans; 
their 
own brothers 
and 


mothers may not realize that they are Hoosiers. 


"But in Indiana, as elsewhere, there is business 


nnd the need to nttend to It. There must have 
been even in Arcndy—somebody owned the flocks 
and herds of Arcady and 
turned 
them 
Into 


butcher's meat and leather,, and the shepherds 
only piped on the sufferance of their commercial- 


minded rnasfeK 
,.,,,,.,^-u ,.....-. v..~ These Ilnnsiers, those wild bards 
and prancing, long-logged lovers of tho moon, are 
ol'ti>n captured end broken and tamed to trade 
and industry hy the more sordid citizenry. 
1 hej 


nre yoked 
to 
tho 
handle 
end 
of 
tlie plow, 


chained to tho desk; I'.v the hnndr.-ds and thou- 
sands they become clerks and salesmen and rail- 
road presidents uml novelists and business men 
of all -sorts. 


"James \Vhitcomb Uiley was n Hoosier who 


happily escaped; lie was never captured, never 
enslaved: the things hidden from the rest of u.-. 
or revealed only in 
Hashes, 
rememberer 
but 


vaguely from the days of. our own happy Huosit-r- 
doiii he continued to see sumdily ; he lived among 
them familiarly to tho end. and until the end 
was their interpreter to us. 
" -Bud come here to your uncle a spell,' says 


Uiley in effect, 'and I'll show you not only a fairy, 
but ii fairy who has for the moment chosen to be 
just as much of a Hoosier as the R.-iggedy Man, 
or Orphant Annie, or Old Kingry, or the folks at 
Griggsby Station.' 


"The critics and the learned doctors of liter- 


ature are already debating as to whether Riley 
hud imagination or only fancy. (It would be u 
terrible calamity to some of them if they said 
it was imagination and it was olliciiilly declared 
later to be merely fancy; that is the sort of 
mistake that damns a critic and makes the sons 


• and 
grandsons of critics meek, hacked, apolo- 


getic young men.) 
And doubtless the point Is ex- 


ceedingly important. 
For if a poet has imagi- 


nation they say his work is significant. 
And if 


he has only fancy hi.s work is not significant. 


"The 
chief merit of Kiley's di.ilect verse— 


which is the most popular part of his production 
and the part with which the critics chiefly con- 
cern themselves—is its effectiveness .is u medium 
for 
character 
portrayal. 
Whimsical, 
lovable, 


homely, racy, quaint, salty, pathetic, humorous, 
tender nre his dialect poems; essentially, he has 
shown ns life ns a 
superior 
writer of 
prose 


sketches might do, adding the charm of his lyri- 
cism. 


"But, personally, we never like him so well as 


when lie is writing sheer moonlight and music. 
Probably no poet who ever wrote English—cer- 
tainly no American poet—got more luscious- lan- 
guage than Riley. 
A sweetness that is not so 


sugary that it cloys, having always a winy tang. 
For instance, from 'The Flying Islands of Ih' 
Night]:' 
'. . . in lost hours of lute and song. 
Whets he was but a prince—I hut a mouth 
For him to lift up sippingly and drain 
To his most ultimate of stammering sobs 
And maudlin wanderings of blinded breath 
' 


"There is no better evidence of the genuine- 


ness of Kiley's sentiment, particularly in the dia- 
lect poems, than the discretion with which he 
touches the pathetic chord when he touches It 
at all. 
One of the most popular poems he ever 


wrote was 'Old-Fashioned Hoses.' and one word 
too much, one pressure the least bit too insistent 
would have made the thing as offensive as a 
vaudeville ballad. 
The taste which told him to 


be simple and the .sincerity which begat the 
taste save the verses from the reproach. 


"His verses for children and about children 


could only have been written hy a man whose 
love and understanding of children was real, for 
children are quick to detect and repudiate any- 
thing of the sort that is 'pumped up' for effect, 
and they contributed enormously to the general 
feeling of affection for him. 
The regard of the 


children was in a way n testimonial to his per- 
sisting youfhfulness of spirit; he was still their 
playmate; perhaps it is an earnest of immor- 
tality, if Immortality can be. 
Certainly love en- 


clur^s longer than anything else, and this man 
with the childlike sweetness in his soul goes 
from us loved as few men have been."

AMERICA'S OPPORTUNITY 


By President Woodrow Wilson 
Xo one can doubt that the im- 


mediate future of the world will be 
crowded with quick changes. 
Every 


true lover of America must wish the 
United States to play a part in those 
changes which will be worthy of her 
ideals and her character. 
Almost 


alone -among the great nations of 
the world she will be unhampered in 
meeting a great opportunity. 


In the first place her resources are 


unini pared. 
Not only has the war 


and a'il its attendant circumstances 


e no hurtful drain upon her men 


cosor her materials; it has even en- 


anccd her skill and added to her 


resources, because of the very cir- 
cumstances of her situation, cut off 
from her usual trade with many 
parts of the world and called upon 
Lo supply what she never supplied 
acfore, to the nations engaged in the 
;reat struggle not only, but also to 
icr own people. 
She has developed 


ndUBtrics that she had never before 
neglected, has found new uses for 
nor material and new material to 
use. 
She lias thus been enabled to 


•ealizo what she can do more fully 
han ever before, and to do it better 
ihan she ever did before. No other 
lalion will stand quite so ready as 
*he to serve the world in every work 
of peace and development. 


In the second place,she will prob- 


ibly of necessity be the chief reliance 
of the rest of the world in the Held 
of finance. 
Probably the chief part 


in supplying the means necessary for 
tho great reconstruction which will 
have to follow the' war will fall to 
her. 
When the war began America 


was, 
striking the largo balances, a 


debtor nation. When the war closes, 
she will be a creditor of all the world. 
Her finances will have within their 
choice to play a part they have never 
played before in the economic devel- 
opment of other nations and of dis- 
tant regions of the earth. It is to be 
hoped that they will have the vision 
to accept the opportunity with far- 
sighted courage and a quick adaption 
;i> the new conditions. 


In tho third place, I think it is 


evident that the United States will 
understand herself better than she 
did before. 
The war and all its at- 


tendant circumstances have cried her 
wide awake to both the dangers of 
her life and Its enormus possibilities 
and advantages. 
There - have been 


many things to disturb us during 
these two years of long 'drawn-out 
tragedy. We had not realized before 
that there were certain elements in 
our citizenship which had not in 
their heart of hearts devoted them- 
selves in full loyalty and allegiance 
to tho country of their adoption. A 
new problem of disunion, more sub- 
tle, more difficult to meet with direct 
checkmate and correction than the 
old problem which culminated in the 
Civi'i War, has engaged and disturb- 
ed our thought, and we have realized 
that we must devote a new energy 
and ardor to binding together the 
forces which, will produce a new 
union, a union of ^spirits triumphant 
over every alien force and sympathy. 
But this new discovery, this vary 
anxiety, has quickened the pulse of 
every loyal and devoted American 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the land, whether his birthplace 
was on this side of the water or on 
I lie oilier. 
A new and wholesome 


force 
has arisen 
amongst 
us of 


thoughful, watchful, energetic pa- 
triotism, and I venture to think that 
the nation is better prepared on that 
account to face the problems of a 
new day in which it will marshal all 
its energies and assemble all its re- 
sources to enable the country we love 
to play the part it should seek to play 
in the counsels and actions of the 
great world. 


Fortunately, America can play her 


part in the days to come unsefishly 
and impartially, because she covets 
nothing that other nations have un- 
less it be their skill and knowledge 
in some of the 
undertakings of 


science 
and 
industry, 
and 
these 


things she can obtain, not by con- 
quest of force, but by the mere care- 
ful use of the extraordinary capacity 
of her people. She can produce like 
skill and knowledge f^or herself. That 
is one of the things these days of 
struggle and interrupted trade have 
taught her. She has nothing that 
she wishes to take away from other 
nations of the world, and she is bet- 
ter prepared than she was before to 
make rich contribution to the devel- 
opment of other nations. 


The opportunity is at hand, there-, 


fore, for which she has waited. Her 
principles are suited to the freedom 
of mankind and the peace of the 
world. 
She 
can 
now exemplify 


those principles in action with a new 
leadership, a new opportunity to ex- 
hibit them uppn a great scale. She 
can now afford an example of energy 
in justice as well as in enterprise, in 
fair and honorable competition, in 
thoughtful adaption of her resources 
to the needs of the world, which may 
help to inaugurate a new era in the 
intercourse and friendly independ- 
ence of the peoples of the world. 


That she will rise to this great op- 


portunity no man who knows her can 
doubt. 
It should be the pride and 


thoughtful purpose of every Ameri- 
can so to equip himself with know- 
ledge and so to purge his own heart 
that he may play a suitable part in 
this rebirth of Americanism.

changes which will be worthy of her 
ideals and her character. 
Almost 


alone among the great nations of 
111'.; world she will be unhampered in 
i.-ieelins a groat opportunity. 
!n the first place her resources are 


unim:>nrod. 
Not only has the war 


and a':I its attendant circumstances 


all ) nKtiln no h u r t f u l drain upon her men 


co.-or her materials; it has even en- 
hanced her skill and added to her 
resources, because of the very cir- 
cumstances of her situation, cut off 
;'rom her usual trade with many 
parts of the world and called upon 
to supply what she never supplied 
before, to the nations engaged in the 
i^x-at struggle not only, but also to 
h'.:r own people. 
She has developed 


industries that she had never before 
n'jgluf.'ted, has found new uses for 
her material and new material to 
ni":. 
She has thus been enabled to 


ivalim,- what she can do more fully 
i hau ever before, and to do it better 
than she ever did before. 
No other 


nation w i l l stand quite so ready as 
she to servo the world in every work 
oL' poaco and development. 


In the second place.she will prob- 


'.bly of necessity be tho chief reliance 
of the rest of the world in the field 
of finance. 
Probably tho chief part 


in supplying the means necessary for 
the great reconstruction which will 
have to follow the war will fall to 
her. 
When tho war began America 


was, 
striking the large balances, a 


debtor nation. When the war closes, 
she will bo a creditor of all tho world. 
Her finances will have within their 
choice to play a part they have never 
played before in the economic devel- 
opment of other nations and of dis- 
tant regions of the earth. It is to be 
hoped that they will have the vision 
to accept the opportunity with far- 
sighted courage and a quick adaption 
.o the new conditions. 


In the third place, I think It Is 


evident that the United States will 
understand herself better than she 
did before. 
The war and all its at- 


tendant circumstances have cried her 
wide awako to both the dangers of 
her life and its enormus possibilities 
and advantages. 
There have been 


many tilings to disturb us during 
these two years of long'drawn-out 
tragedy. We had not realized before 
that there were certain elements in 
our citizenship which had not in 
their heart, of hearts devoted them- 
selves in full loyalty and allegiance 
to tho country of their adoption. A 
new problem of disunion, more sub- 
tle, more difficult to meet with direct 
checkmate and correction than the 
old problem which culminated in the 
Civil War, has engaged and disturb- 
ed our thought, and we have realized 
that wo must devote a new energy 
ami ardor to binding together the 
forces which will produce a new 
union, a union of spirits triumphant 
over every alien force and sympathy. 
Jiut this new discovery, this very 
anxiety, has quickened the pulse of 
every loya! and devoted American 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the land, whether his birthplace 
was on tins side of the water or on 
(.he other. 
A new and wholesome 


force 
iias arisen amongst 
us of 


tlioughrul, watchful, energeitio pa- 
triotism, and I venture to think that 
tho nation is better prepared on that 
account to face the problems of a 
new day in which it will marshal all 
its energies and assemble all its re- 
sources to enable the country we love 
to play the part it should seek to play 
iu the counsels and actions of the 
great world. 


.Fortunately, America can play her 


part in the days to come unsefishly 
and impartially, because she covets 
nothing that other nations have un- 
less it be their skill and knowledge 
in 
some 
o£ the 
undertakings o£ 


science 
and 
industry, and 
these 


tilings she can obtain, not by con- 
quest of force, but by the mere care- 
ful use of the extraordinary capacity 
of her people. She can produce like 
skill and knowledge fpr herself. That 
is one of the things these days of 
struggle and Interrupted trade have 
taught her. 
She has nothing that 


she wishes to take away from other 
nations of the world, and she is bet- 
ter prepared than she was before to 
make rich contribution to the devel- 
opment of other nations. 


The opportunity is at hand, there- 


fore, for which she has waited. 
Her 


principles are suited to the free-dom 
of mankind and the peace of the 
world. 
She 
can 
now 
exemplify 


those principles in action with a new 
leadership, a new opportunity to ex- 
hibit them uppn a great scale. She 
can now afford an example of energy 
in justice as well as in enterprise, in 
fair and honorable competition, in 
thoughtful adaption of her resources 
to the needs of the world, which may 
help to inaugurate a new era in the 
intercourse and friendly independ- 
ence of the peoples of the world. 


That she will rise to this great op- 


portunity no man who knows her can 
doubt.
